He  has  held  positions  at  the  New  School 
for  Social  Research,  the  Fletcher  School  of  Law  and  Diplomacy,  Tulane  University, 
and  the  University  of  East  Anglia.  His  books  include  Ditadura  e  Repressao  (Paz  e 
Terra,  2010);  (with  Lauro  Mattei)  The  Brazilian  Economy  Today;  Towards  a  New 
Socio-Economic  Model?  (Palgrave  Macmillan,  2015);  and  (with  Jeff  Garmany)  Understanding  Contemporary 
Brazil  (Routledge,  2018).  He  occasionally  comments  on  Brazil  in  the  media  and  is  currently  working  on  a  book 
on  changes  in  the  Brazilian  state  over  the  last  few  decades.

In  June  2017  she  was  appointed  by  Mayor  of  London,  Sadiq  Khan,  to  be 
London's  first  Independent  Victims'  Commissioner.  Claire  brings  a  wealth  of 
personal  insight  and  expertise  to  the  role  having  been  the  victim  of  a 
sustained  stalking  campaign,  during  which  time  she  founded  a  campaign 
group  which  successfully  fought  for  improved  legislation  and  support  for 
victims  and  survivors.  As  a  prominent  champion  for  victims'  rights  Claire  led 
a  successful  campaign  for  change  in  stalking  laws  and  spearheaded  the 
Victims'  Law  campaign. 
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
